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THE NICARAGUA CANAL 


HE PASSAGE of the Nicaragua Canal bill in the Senate 
by a vote of 48 to 6 not only reflects the highest credit 
on Senator Morgan, who had the measure in charge, but 
constitutes an important political and international event, 

as smoothing a large part of the path toward the construction 
of an interoceanic waterway. Let us examine the provisions 
of this epoch-making bill, and then consider the modifications 
which it may undergo in the House of Representatives and in 
the Conference Committee. 

The Nicaragua Canal bill, as it passed, perpetuates the name 
of the Maritime Canal Company. It provides for the issuance 
of 1,000,000 shares of stock, of the par value of $100 each. The 
Canal Company is required to call in all the stock hitherto is- 
sued, except that held by the Nicaragua and Costa Rica gov- 
ernments. The company is also called upon to redeem and can- 
cel all bonds and scrip heretofore issued by it, and to satisfy all 
cash liabilities. To enable the company to comply with this re- 
quirement, Treasury warrants to the amount of 35,000,000 are 
authorized, with a proviso to the effect that only so much of the 
amount shall be paid as shall be needed to meet the actual cash 
value of the rights, privileges, franchises and property of the 
company at the time of the payment, the value to be deter- 
mined by commissioners to be appointed by the President. This 
being done, the Secretary of the Treasury is authorized to sub- 
scribe for 925,000 shares of the company’s stock for the gov- 
ernment of the United States. The present members of the 
Board of Directors of the company are then to resign, and a 
board of seven is to be appointed in their stead, consisting of 
tive on behalf of the United States, and one each on behalf 
of Nicaragua and Costa Rica. The directors on behalf of the 
United States are to be appointed by the Pesident and confirmed 
by the Senate No two of them are to be residents of any one 
State, and no person who has heretofore been interested in the 
Canal Company is to be appointed to an office. The directors 
are all, also, prohibited from being interested in contracts on the 
canal Each of the directors, except the president of the com- 
pany, is to receive a salary of $5,000 per year, and the president 
is to have $6,000. All travelling expenses are to be reimbursed. 
Annual reports are required. ‘There is a provision against de- 
claring a dividend, except upon the net earnings. The company 
is authorized to contract for the completion of the waterway 
within six years. We observe, finally, that the payments are 
restricted to $20,000,000 annually. 

We pass to the cest of the canal. The bill provides that the 
canal is to be made large enough for the use of the largest sea- 
going vessels, and to be constructed at a cost not to surpass the 
estimate of the engineers who have made the latest survey, and 
not to exceed $115,000,000. This sum of money is made a per- 
manent appropriation for the work, to be used as occasion may 
require. Let us now note the security for the outlay. The bill 
gives the Government a lien upon the property, to secure the 
repayment of the moneys advanced; and the President of the 
United States is empowered to declare forfeiture of the property 
to the United States without the necessity of judicial or other 
ascertainment. Thereafter, full title is to rest in the govern- 
ment of the United States. The President is authorized to sus- 
pend the payment of moneys at any time. The President is also 
authorized to secure any change in or modification of the terms 
of the concession either from the concessionaires or from Nica 
ragua and Costa Rica In case of failure in such negotiations, 
the President s further empowered to negotiate for another 
route across the isthmus. He is also requested to open negotia 
tions for the abrogation of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty, or of any 
ther treaty found to be in existence, and standing in the way 
of the construction of the canal The neutrality of the canal is 
guaranteed, but the right to protect it against any interruptions 
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of business between the Atlantic and Pacific coasts of the Uni+..4 
States is reserved 
At the last moment, an important amendment was offe; 
by Mr. Spooner, accepted by Mr. Morgan, and agreed to by 
Senate. The amendment provides that, if the President shal 
unable to secure from the governments of Nicaragua and Cox:3 
Rica such concessions as will enable the United States to busid 
and perpetually own and control said canal, the Presiden: 
authorized to negotiate for a control of, or a right to constr 
maintain and perpetually control, some other canal conne 
ing the Atlantic and Pacific oceans, and the President is 
quested to negotiate for the abrogation or modification of a 
and all treaty obligations, if any such exist, as shall, in 
wise, interfere with the construction, ownership and perpet 
control, of any such canal, provided that no payments shall 
made under the provisions of this act to or for the benefit 
the stockholders of the Maritime Canal Company, or for a 
of its property, unless the President shall decide to construct 
canal under the concessions granted to said company. It 
obvious that this amendment places the whole responsibility f: 
all proceedings taken under the bill, should it become a law, 
upon President McKinley. 
The bill now goes to the House of Representatives, which has 
but a little more than five weeks to live. That attempts will be 
made to modify it in that Chamber is certain, and we already 
have some indications of the direction which the changes advo- 
cated may take. The most interesting and far-reaching of these 
proposals is that which has been made by Mr. Hepburn, a Rep- 
resentative from lowa, who recommends the purchase of a strip 
of land stretching between the Atlantic and Pacific, with full 
ownership, jurisdiction and sovereignty, upon which a govern- 
ment waterway shall be constructed and maintained. The bill 
introduced by Mr. Hepburn authorizes President McKinley to 
purchase from Costa Rica and Nicaragua all the land needed for 
the purpose from Greytown to Brito. The significance of this 
proposal is derived from the fact that Mr. Hepburn is Chairman 
of the House Committee on Interstate and Foreign Commerce, 
within the cognizance of which an interoceanic canal must ob- 
viously fall. There is no doubt that his measure has, at first 
sight, much to recommend it. By it, all questions of private 
ownership will be thrust aside, because the waterway would be 
made a creature of the national government from the outset. 
His prop sal, if accepted by both Houses of Congress, would also 
render our absolute control of the canal undisputed, because we 
should acquire not merely a right of way, but positive sover- 
eignty over the needed zone of land, which would become Amer- 
ican territory as fully as did the Gadsden Purchase. Such an 
acquisition of sovereignty would also render it difficult, if not 
impossible, for the British Government to refuse to abrogate the 
Clayton-Bulwer Treaty, inasmuch as an acquisition of sover- 
eignty precisely similar was made when the ‘‘settlement’’ of 
woodcutters in the Belize was converted into the Crown colons 
of British Honduras. 
It was pointed out, the other day, in the Sun, that the idea 
of a United States zone held in sovereignty, although obviously 
solving all the international problems connected with the pro- 
jected canal, cannot be described as entirely new. The conven- 
tion entered into in 1884 by Secretary Frelinghuysen and Sefior 
Joachim Zavala, representing the Nicaraguan Government, pro- 
vided that Nicaragua should give the United States an exclusive 
right of way across her territory from sea to sea, with a fee- 
simple title toa ribbon of land along the route. ‘This treaty was 
withdrawn from the Senate by Mr. Cleveland on his coming into 
office. There is but little doubt that, otherwise, the treaty would 
have been ultimately ratified, for it had already received 32 votes | 
against 23. The withdrawal of a treaty, which, had it been con- 
tirmed, would have given us, ere this, the power of intercommu- 
nication between our Atlantic and Pacific coasts, was based 
upon the following ground: ‘‘I do not favor,”’ said Mr. Cleve 
land, ‘ta policy of acquisition of new and distant territory, ot 
the incorporation of remote interests with our own. Therefore, 
I am unable to recommend propositions involving paramount 
privilege s of ownership or right outside of our own territory. 
when coupled with absolute and unlimited engagements to di 
fend the territorial integrity of the States where such interests 
lie.’ It was on similar grounds that the treaty annexing Ha 
waii was recalled. The result of the latter performance was to 
give the House of Representatives to the Republicans by an un 
paralleled majority in 1894, and to disrupt and ruin the Demo 
cratic party in 1896. It should, however, be kept in view that 
although the country refused to accept the reasons for whi 
Mr. Cleveland withdrew the Nicaragua Convention of 1884, that 
convention did not yo quite so far as does the bill introduced | 
Mr. Hepburn, because it did not propose to acquire full own 
ship, jurisdiction and sovereignty over the ribbon of land to !

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ryxHE RECENT disturbances at Apia have brought the 
Samoan question once more into the foreground of dis- 
cussion, and will suggest to the powers concerned the 
expediency of revising the tripartite treaty concluded 
it ten years ago, by which the affairs of the islands are, 
resent, regulated. In order fully to comprehend the con- 
ns of the question, it may be well to recall in outline the 
ory of the archipelago, and, especially, those modern chap- 
of it that account for the complex arrangement which now 
sts, and for which a substitute should be found, if interna- 
il friction, and, perhaps, collision, are to be avoided. 
Conjecture has identified the Samoan group with the so-called 
umann’s Islands discovered by the Hollander, Roggeveen, in 
2; but it was Bougainville by whom they were made deti- 
ly known, and called Navigators’ Islands (/les des Navi- 
ifeurs), from the skill with which the natives were observed 
manage their canoes. The group consists of thirteen islands, 
ch lie in the Southern Pacific, four hundred and twenty miles 
rtheast of the Fiji Islands, between 13° 30’ and 14° 20'S. lat. 
d between 169° and 173° W. long. Their area, collectively, 
< about that of Rhode Island. Three, only, are of considerable 
e. One of these, Sawaii, comprises seven hundred square 
iiles, but it is almost entirely occupied by lofty and barren 
mountains. It has no rivers or streams, the water filtering 
iway through the porous soil as fast as it falls. It contains but 
i single harbor. The island of Tutuila has a superficies of fifty- 
tive square miles; it is almost cut in two by the harbor of Pago- 
Pago, which is one of the best havens in the South Pacific, and 
which has been ceded for a coaling station to the United States. 
It is well wooded and fertile. The same thing may be said of 
the much larger and more populous island of Upolu, which com- 
prises five hundred and fifty square miles; its chief town, Apia, 
lies at the head of a bay on the north coast. Christianity was 
introduced into the Samoan Islands as early as 1830. Soon after- 
ward, both Upolu and, to some extent, Tutuila began to attract 
Kuropean and American capitalists, particularly German, and a 
large part of the most fertile land eventually passed into the 
hands of German residents. The import trade is insignificant, 
the wants of the islanders being few, and satisfied, for the most 
part, by the products of their native soil. Considered as a pur- 
veyor of imports, Germany ranks after Great Britain and the 
United States. On the other hand, the bulk of the export trade 
is in the hands of the successors of the Hamburg firm of J. C. 
Godeffroy & Son. The coffee plantations, which, at one time, 
looked promising, have now, like those of Ceylon, and for the 
same reason, been abandoned. Bread-fruit, maize, sugar and 
cotton are cultivated for local consumption, ‘The chief export 
staple is copra, the dried meat of the cocoanut. Almost the 
whole output of this commodity, whether produced on the lands 
of German proprietors, or purchased from native growers, is 
controlled by Germans. These islands have their labor prob- 
lem, the natives being too indolent, or too independent, to be 
rlied upon for steady work. As long ago as 1881, some eigh- 
teen hundred laborers had been brought by the planters from 
the Line Islands, New Britain, New Hebrides and elsewhere in 
Polynesia. 
Let us now glance at the political relations of the islands. 
\s early as 1879, Apia, the chief town of Upolu, the most valu- 
ble island, was erected into a municipality, directed by the 
Consuls of Germany, Great Britain and the United States. As 
» German residents in the islands far outnumber other Euro- 
peans, and as their interest in the copra trade has long been 
itly preponderant, it was, perhaps, not unnatural that they 
uld be dissatisfied with the tripartite division of authority at 
ia. It is certain that, in 1885, the German Consul, acting 
conjunction with the local head of the leading German firm, 
leavored to obtain control of the then native king, Malietoa 
l.iupepa, and, this plan having miscarried, the two prompted 
vice-king, Tamasese, to revolt against the native govern- 
ut. Two years later, a German naval officer landed a body 
men at Apia, hauled down Malietoa’s flag, set up Tamasese 
his stead, and carried away the deposed ruler to a distant isl- 
|. The natives of Samoa, however, repudiated Tamasese, 
| chose for their king Mataafa, who, presently, beat back 
i loss a landing party from a German cruiser. 
[his somewhat high-handed interposition on the part of Ger- 
lnany not unreasonably provoked protests from the representa- 
sof the British and American governments, and the result 
the prolonged negotiations that ensued was a conference at 
in, ending in the tripartite treaty between Germany, Great 
tain and the United States, under which the islands are now 
“¢ verned. By this treaty, which was concluded in June, 185%, 
etoa Laupepa was reinstated on the throne of Samoa, and

continued to act as the native ruler, until his death, in August, 


1898. After his reinstatement, however, the local German trad- 
ers continued their efforts to control the native government, | 
ing encouraged thereto by one of Mr. Cleveland’s messages, in 
which he advised Congress to withdraw from the Berlin Agré 


ment, and to turn over the control of the islands to Germany 
and England. This message was followed by his refusal to send 


an American warship to Apia to aid the other treaty powers i1 


putting down a rebellion against Malietoa Laupepa after the 
latter was restored to the throne. 
Upon the death of Maletoa Laupepa, in August last, thi 


natives, in due time, proceeded, in pursuance of their treaty 
rights, to hold an election, and, by a very large mujority, « hos 
Mataafa to be their king. For reasons not yet known to 
us, the Chief-Justice, W. L. Chambers, an American, 
to recognize the validity of the election, and awarded the king 
ship to Malietoa Tanus, a nephew of the deceased ruler. About 
the jurisdiction of the Chief-Justice in the case there seems to 
be no doubt whatever. Section VI. of Article 3 of the tripartite

agreement, ‘respecting the establishment of a Supreme Court 
of Justice for Samoa, and defining its jurisdiction,’ runs as fol- 
lows: ‘‘In case any question shall hereafter arise in Samoa re 
specting the rightful election or appointment of a king, or of 


any other chief claiming authority over the islands, or respect 
ing the validity of the powers which the king, or any clnef, may 
claim in the exercise of his office, such question shall not lead 
to war, but shall be presented for decision to the Chief-J ustice 
of Samoa, who shall decide it in writing, conformably to the 
provisions of this act, and to the laws and customs of Samoa 
not in conflict therewith, and the signatory governments will ac- 
cept and abide by such decision.’’ This decision riven by Chiet- 
Justice Chambers is surmised to have been rendered upon the 
ground, not that Mataafa failed to receive a majority of the 
qualified votes, but that, for some reason not made known to 
us, he was ineligible. It is certain that the justice of the de- 
cision did not commend itself to the followers of Mataafa, who, 
on the contrary, took up arms, and, greatly outnumbering thi 
supporters of Malietoa Tanus, captured most of them, and forced 
the remainder, headed by Malietoa himself and his principal ad- 
herent, Tamasese, to take refuge under the guns of a British war 
vessel lying in the harbor. The German Consul seems to have 
concurred with the great majority of the natives in holding that 
the Chief-Justice’s decision against Mataafa had violated the pro 
visions of the tripartite treaty, and it is alleged that, upon the 
flight of the Chief-Justice, he broke open the doors of the court 
house and brought in the President of the Municipal Council, 
who is also a German, to exercise judicial functions. There 
upon, according to the reports which have thus far reached us, 
the British and American Consuls interposed, and, with the aid 
of a body of British seamen or marines, reoeccupied the court- 
house, expelled the Germans, who were in possession of it, and 
reopened the Court. It seems, however, that no attempt was 
made to carry out the Chief-Justice’s decision by 8 “ating Ma 
lietoa Tanus upon the throne. On the contrary, a provisional 
government, headed by Mataafa, is said to have been recognized. 

The Berlin government is evincing an exemplary spirit by 
acknowledging the duty of fulfilling with exactitude the con- 
ditions of the existing treaty, until this shall have been su- 
perseded by a more acceptable arrangement. The Germans 
having done far more than any other foreigners to develop 
the agricultural resources of the island, have moral claims 
which, it must be owned, have scarcely, as yet, received 
adequate recognition. All that Americans really need in the 
Samoan group is the almost matchless harbor of Pago-Pago, 
and that we already possess by treaty. If, in addition to this 
harbor, Great Britain and Germany would concede to us the 
whole island of Tutuila (fifty-five square miles), we should ob- 
tain all that we fairly deserve. It might be, as we have said, 
more difficult to adjust the conflicting claims of the British and 
German governments. 

One thing is certain, namely, that the interests of Germany, 
Great Britain and the United States are, practically, identical 
in China, and the collective promotion of those interests is a 
matter of incomparably more importance to each of the powers 
concerned than the acquirement of any petty advantage in the 
tiny Samoan archipelago. It is inconceivable that this truth 
should not be recognized as clearly in Berlin as it is in London 
and in Washington. Those who wish to embroil such highly 
enlightened and thoroughly sympathetic countries as the United 
States and Germany must show us matter more relevant and 


more reasonably provocative than the supersession of one half-
